Claims 1-48 are pending. 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-7, are drawn to an anhydride and method of making the same, 
classified in class 549, subclass 370. 

II. Claims 8-48, are drawn to polymer and method of making the same, 
classified in class 528, subclass 272. 

The above delineated groups are distinct and separate because of their 
recognized divergent subject matter based on their distinct chemical structures. A 
reference of one group would not suggest and/or render the other obvious in the 
absence of the secondary teachings. A search of one group is not required for the 
search of another group, and vice versa. Thus, restriction requirement as indicated 
above is deemed proper.
